The canvases shown in this exhibition are all the work 
of living Canadian painters with the exception of two by 
the late Tom Thomson who died in 1917. The examples of 
his work shown here are representative of his best canvases. 

The modern art movement in Canada began about the 
year 1910. Up to that time the Dutch and Barbizon Schools 
of Europe had provided the art standards of most Cana¬ 
dian painters and connoisseurs. The modern movement was 
launched as a protest against these standards. Its motive 
was to develop a distinctly Canadian expression. In search 
of this the younger painters went back to nature. Paddle 
and canoe were conscripted. In the present exhibition will 
be found landscapes painted from Habitant Quebec to the 
snowfields of the Rocky Mountains and from the wilds of 
Northern Ontario to Northern Labrador. The source of 
their inspiration is Canada itself, the dominant note of 
which is the North.
